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REMARKS 

Claim 1 has been amended. No new matter has been introduced by these amendments. 
The following addresses the substance of the Office Action. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-18 under 35 USC §1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The Applicants have amended Claim 1 to 
remove "halogen-free" from line 4 of the claim and change "comprising" to "consisting of in 
lines 4 and 9 of the claim. Because of the change to "consisting of in line 4, the phrase "and a 
halogen-free, aprotic solvent" was added to be consistent with what is recited in lines 14-15 of 
the claim. 

In view of the changes to Claim 1 and the Examiner's comments on page 4 of the Office 
Action, Applicants assert that all pending claims are allowable over the art of record.
